On 4/3/60 JOHN WILLIAMS, Residen&e address* 
Box 285, Route 10, Waco, Texas, contacted SA WILLIAM H£ 
BUCKLER at the Waco, Texas, Resident Agency, and advised 
that on the night of 5/2/60 he attended a small informal 
meeting at the home of TENA BAGgEfTT, 2103 Morrow Street, 
Waco, Texas . WILLIAMS advisers that BAGGETT is the widow 
of PETE BAGGETT, former night club proprietor in the Waco 
area, and she is presently employed as a clerk by the Texas 
Power and Light Company of Waco, Texas. WILLIAMS advised 
that his own wife is employed by the same company and through 
this connection BAGGETT had invited WILLIAMS and his wife on 
several previous occasions to come to her home to attend a 
small meeting to hear PEYTON discuss Communism, WILLIAMS 
advised, that BAGGETT was very "glowing" in her description 
of these meetings and therefore agreed to attaad on 5/2/60. 

WILLIAMS advised that PEYTON actually did not 
deliver a formal speech, but had a tape recorder and player 
with him and had tapes of speeches made by other persons 
which he played to the small group in attendance. PEYTON 
also passed out a small booklet entitled "Heart, Mind, and 
Soul of Communism" which according to WILLIAMS flas published 
by the Christian Anti-Communism Crusade, Inc., address, Box 
890, Long Beach, Calif. The faatfefcialiim tfie'ubooklet itself 
apparently was prepared by Dr.. FRED .SCHtftfRTZ . " 

WILLIAMS advised that he did not understand a 
number of the things that were said and although the purpose 
of the meeting and the material presented was stated to be 
"Anti-Communistic" he was not certain in his own mind that 
this was the actual purpose. WILLIAMS advised that PEYTON 
described the above organization as a non-profit organkation 
to "promote the American way of life" and he advised that 
PEYTON was assisted by an unidentified woman to whom WILLJAMS 
was not introduced. He stated that PEY TON ref err ed-JbLO, 
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work of H* L* HUNT at Dallas, Texas, and to the "Pacts 
Forum" organization which is sponsored by HUNT. WILLIAMS 
advised that he gathered the impression that PEYTON makes 
a number of appearances before small groups at private 
residences but informed that he did not know if PEYTON 
actually solicited donations inasmuch as WILLIAMS left 
before the meeting was completed.

For the information of San Antonio, tooth the 
Houston Office and the Bureau headquarters receive freguent 
inquiry from citizens regarding captioned organization which 
is active in the anti-communism field* The Houston Office 
has not or course engaged in any joint activities with this 
organization, and in fact it has toeen necessary on one or 
more occasions to discreetly reprimand representatives of 
this organization for their apparent efforts to imply associa- 
tion with the Bureau in connection with their activities. 
This organization is considered very controversial in the 
Houston area and marry citizens have written to express 
opinions that the organization actually does more harm than 
good. 

In similar instances in the past, the Bureau has 
specifically stated that any field office receiving inquiries 
concerning this or any other private organization should 
answer such inquiries promptly along the lines set out in the 
enclosed letter. It is believed that this policy is desirable 
in order that any persons making such inquiries will under- 
stand that the Bureau's policy is applied uniformly^ and that 
decisions regarding the furnishing of information' are not left^ 
to the discretion of individual field offices.
